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Merchant  Prince ‘Mr.  Chris’  Dies  in  Vancouver

Christopher  Spencer,  85.  who.4,  With  hi*  father  and 
brother*,  turned  an  1863  Victoria  reading  room  and  lib- 
rary Into  a mercantile  tmekneaa  that  waa  acid  in  1948 
for  a reported  $15,000,000.  la  dead  in  Vancouver 

The  man  who  started  in  a small  drygooda  atore  as  a 
mesaenger,  swept  up  each  morning,  and  Ut  the  pot  bellied 
•tove  In  winter,  threw  palls  of  water  over  the  dust  In 
summer,  became  a merchant  prince  of  Cknada.  known  to 
thousands  simply  as  'Mr  Chris." 

Until  he  sold  the  great  Spencer  department  stores  In 
UM8  to  the  T.  Eaton  Company,  he  waa  eich  day  In  the 
•tore  In  Vancouver,  and  frequently  came  to  Victoria.  He 
walked  through  the  stores  several  times  a day.  arid  knew 
each  employee  by  hla  firat  name.

candle#  in  the  bargain  basement.  He  waa  a bom  mer- 
chandiser and  he  ran  hla  business  along  old  fashioned 
linea.  He  haled  firing  anyone,  and  seldom  did.  and  If  any- 
one was  found  stealing  In  hi*  store  he  was  Inclined  to 
overlook  It.  Fundamentally,  he  was  a gdntle  man. 

After  the  business  was  sold.  Mr.  Chris  devoted  his 
time  to  the  Spencer  family  Interests,  handling  vast  amounts 
of  money  for  the  big  clan,  and  giving  much  of  it  away. 
ELDEST  OF  U 

He  was  the  eldest  of  1.1  children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  David 
Spencer,  who  came  to  Victoria  In  the  early  '60s.  David 
Spencer  arrived  here  In  1862  from  his  native  Wales,  travel- 
ing via  New  York,  the  Isthmus  of  Panama  and  up  the 
coast  Mra.  Spencer,  as  Mias  Emma  Lazenby.  reached 
Esquimau  In  the  sailing  vessel  Robert  Lowe  in  1863. 

They  were  married  In  June  of  1867  In  the  parsonage 
of  the  old  Methodist  Church,  which  was  at  Broad  and 
Pandora.  All  their  lives  they  were  pillars  of  the  .Metho- 
dist Church,  and  Mr.  Chris,  who  was  born  in  May  of  1868. 
followed  In  their  footsteps.  David  Spencer  died,  at  83. 
In  1920.  and  Mrs.  Spencer,  at  92.  In  1934. 

David  Spencer  started  hla  own  business  In  Victoria  in 
1864.  as  noted  In  the  Colonial:  "Mr.  D.  Spencer  of  Govern- 
ment Street  has  opened  a reading  room  and  library.  The 
charge  to  subscribers  la  only  one  dollar  per  month.” 

From  this  modest  start,  grew  one  of  Canada's  greatest 
businesses,  a unique  family  business,  and  Victorians  could 
hardly  -believe  It  when  the  Spencer  name  passed  away 
from  Victoria  In  1948.  The  reading  room  and  library  of 
1863  grew  slowly.  Mr.  Spencer  selling  book*  and  Christ- 
mas cards.  In  1873  he  stocked  some  drygoods,  and  built 
his  own  small  building,  which  he  called  Commerce  House. 
From  then  on  the  growth  was  steady  and  spectacular. 

In  1882,  when  Chris  was  14,  he  Joined  hi#  father  in 
/-..  the  business  and.  one  after  the  other,  the  father  took  his 
V^otjTer  sons  Into  partnership.  There  were  five  In  all.  and 
In  tfte  stores  they  built  up  they  were  known  as  Mr.  Chns. 
Mr.  Dave.  Mr.  Will.  Mr.  Deans,  and  Mr.  Victor. 

TRIP  TO  EUROPE 

Mr.  Chris,  before  he  was  20.  talked  his  father  into 
sending  him  on  a buying  trip  to  Europe  From  then  on 
he  went  to  Europe  each  year,  sometimes  twice  a year,  and 
several  times  he  voyaged  around  the  world,  buying  stock 
for  hla  stores. 

For  instance.gjhe  Colonist  of  December  8.  1900.  noted: 
•‘Chris  Spencer  leaves  for  Europe  on  Monday.  For  the 
21st  time  he  goes  across  the  Atlantic  to  ransack  the  mar- 
kets of  the  Old  World  In  search  for  all  that  la  new  and 
beautiful  In  the  Innumerable  lines  carried  by  the  great  local 
department  afore,  known  far  and  near,  as  ‘Spencer's 
Arcade'.'* 

The  Spencer  family  home  for  yeari  was  at  the  comer 
of  Belleville  and  Government.  In  1890  Mr.  Chris  married, 
and  in  1895  built  his  own  home,  a big  place,  rfext  to  his 
parents,  facing  Government  Street.  Both  houses  were 
pulled  down  two  years  ago  to  make  room  for  a government 
employees'  parking  lot.  . 

The  Colonist  reported  the  marriage  of  Mr.  Chris,  March 
7.  1891  "Mr.  Christopher  Spencer,  eldest  son  of  Mr.  David 
Spencer,  so  well  and  favorably  known  in  this  city,  was 
united  in  marriage  on  Wednesday  evening  last,  upon  his 
return  from  Europe,  at  Chilliwack,  to  Miss  Nellie  Evans, 
of  that  place.  The  bride  was  dressed  In  cream  men.'  satin, 
with  natural  orange  blossoms.  The  bridesmaid,  Miss  Nellie 
Cusack  of  Victoria,  was  dressed  in  cream  caahmere  silk 
facings  and  flowers.  Mr  C.  Evans,  brother  of  the  bride, 
supported  the  groom.  The  Rev.  Mr  Bowel!,  assisted  by 
the  Revs.  Talt  and  Hick*.  perff-'ned  the  ceremony.  There 
were  about  60  couples  present  t*,  witness  the  marriage  and 
to  congratulate  Mr  and  Mrs.  Spencer  The  wedding  pres 
ents.  which  were  numerous  and  co#tly.  Included  a hand- 
some silver  water  pitcher,  goblet  and  fruit  dish,  from  the 
employees  of  the  Arcade  In  Victoria.  The  happy  couple 
left  for  the  South,  where  they  will  spend  a few  weeks  of 
their  honeymoon" 

VANCOUVER  STORE 

In  1907.  with  Vancouver  growing,  the  Spencer  father 
and  sons  decided  to  open  a store  there,  and  Mr.  Chris 
went  to  the  Mainland  city  to  get  the  business  going  There 
he  remained  to  the  end  of  his  days,  dying  quietly  in  his 
sleep  In  the  stone  houae  he  built,  set  In  a big  garden,  in 
Krrrisdale.  More  fashionable  neighborhood*  never  appealed 
to  him 

In  1941  |ie  and  his  wife  celebrated  their  golden  wedding, 
and  In  1945  Mrs.  Spencer  died.  They  had  three  daughters 
and  three  son*  Gwadlys,  a gold  mdal  violinist,  who  died 
young.  Norma  and  Jean;  Evan,  killed  In  the  1914-18  war; 
Owen,  killed  while  mountaineering  on  Hollybum  Ridge, 
and  Lloyd, 

Mr.  Chrla  had  a multitude  of  interest*  besides  hi* 
department  stores.  He  s#ld  he  would  never  retire,  and  he 
never  did.  Besides  being  "the  boss”  of  the  huge  mercantile 
establishment  with  a name  that  was  a household  word  In 
B.C.  and  beyond,  he  was  busy  In  other  lines.  For  years 
he  was  a director  of  the  PCiE.  and  for  five  years  was 
president  of  the  government  owned  railway  line.

Mount  Everest  Conquered 


TIE  planting  of  a British  flag  on  top 
of  Mount  Everest,  29.000-foot  pin- 
nacle of  the  Himalayas,  as  the  culminating 
triumph  of  RO  days  of  effort  and  striving 
by  the  British  party  under  Col.  John 
Hunt,  was  confirmed  yesterday  in  a 
special  dispatch  to  the  Times.  London. 
The  Ix>ndon  daily  said  that  F'..  P.  Hillary, 
a member  of  the  Hunt  expedition,  and 
Tensing,  a Sherpa  guide  who  already  had 
come  to  prominence  in  prior  attempts, 
were  the  successful  climbers  on  the  last 
desperate  stage  of  the  journey.  The  vic- 
tory, after  previous  forecasts  of  a possible 
failure,  was  doubly  welcome  news  as  it 
was  flashed  around  the  world  on  the  eve 
of  Coronation  festivities  in  London. 


The  British  team  was  composed  of  13 
alpinists,  with  20  Sherpa  guides  and  362 
porters.  They  left  the  Nepalese  base  at 
Katmandu  on  March  10,  timing  their  final 
assatilt  close  in  advance  of  the  June  mon- 
soon. Hard  weather  with  fresh  snowfall 
was  believed  to  have  dogged  the  party  in 
Its  first  stages.  From  the  last  advanced 
camp  only  two  men  at  a titne  could  make 
the  last  dash.  While  full  details  are  lack- 
ing, apparently  E.  P.  Hillary  and  the 
Sherpa  guide  Tensing  formed  the  winning 
team,  to  launch  which  the  exhaustive 
preparations  had  been  made.  The  con- 
quest of  Mount  Everest  comes  thus  to  the 
eleventh  team  to  make  the  great  attempt 
in  30  yeacs.  and  gives  to  Great  Britain  a 
distinguished  “first."

Chief  John  Paul  was  able,  to  do 
thl*  because  his  little  band  of  Mall 
see^ Indians  at  Oromorlo.  N fl..  had 
the  army  over  a barrel. 

All  that  remained  of  their  once  vast 
domain  was  125  acre*  of  bush  sloping 
down  to  the  swampy  hanks  of  the 
Oromorlo  River.  Seven  Mallseet  fam. 
Hies  lived  there  In  half  a dozen  sharks. 

Then  the  army  derided  to  locate  a 
huge  training  camp,  big  enough  to 
handle  divisions.  In  south-c*ntr*l 
New  Brunswick.  And  right  tn  the 
middle  of  the  rite  the  army  engineers 
* hose  for  the  ramp  headquarter* 
were  69  acres  of  the  Indian  reserva- 
tion. 

The  government  expropriated  the 
land  of  white  residents  which  the 
army  needed  for  the  440- square  mile 
camp,  hut  It  couldn't  expropriate  the 
Indians'  tribal  holdings.  The  Indian 
Act  expressly  forbids  expropriation 
because  tribal  lands  are  held  by  the 
Crown  In  trust*  for  Its  wards,  the 
Indians  Expropriation  ovould  be  a 
breach  of  that  trust.  u 

B B-  Campbell,  assistant  deputy 
minister  of  national  defense,  traveled 
from  Ottawa  to  Oromocto  to  pow- 
wow with  Chief  Paul  and  his  brave*. 

He  offered  to  buy  them  out.  lock, 
stork  and  barrel. 

They  refused  They  didn't  want  to 
move  to  another  reservation.  A* 
Chief  Paul  put  It,  "We  can  make  a 
living  here.  When  we  don't  have 
•teady  work.  w«.llve  off^he  river  and 
the  wood*.

Rut  as  the  battle  progressed  it 
ended  up  hi  one  of  those  familiar 
procedure  wrangles.  A*  has  hap- 
pened before,  Alderman  Skillings  in- 
voked section  23  of  the  city's  proce- 
dure by-law  which  In  effect  calls  lor 
a vote  of  non -confidence  In  Ihe  chair. 

The  section  says  “if  an  appeal  be 
taken  by  a member  Of  council  front 
the  decision  of  the  mayor  the  ques- 
tion shall  be  Immediately  put  by 
him  and  decided  without  debate, 
'Shall  the  i hair  t«e  sustained?'" 

But  ihe  mayor  had  not  made  a de. 
cialon.  he  had  merely  cast  a vote. 
Alderman  Skillings  moved  that  nurs- 
ing home  chairman.  F K Winslow, 
he  heard  bv  the  council.  Such  a 
motion  require*  a unanimous  vote. 
The  mayor  voted  against  it  and  thus 
defeated  it  hut  he  did  not  rule 
against  it  a*  chairman 

It  Is  interesting  to  not^ elsewhere 
in  tiir  by-law  lhat  no  member  of 
council  "shall  use  offensive  word*' 
in  or  against  the  council  ur  against 
any  member  thereof  . n*»r  shall 
he  resist  the  rules  fil  onler  of  the 
iuun.ll  or  disobey  the  dectslorij  of 
Ihe  mayor  or  of  ihe  council  on 
question*  of  order,  etc."  Further, 
it  point*  out  that  lie  may  be  ordered 
to  leave  and  If  he  refuses  may  "he 
removed  therefrom  by  the  police " 
So  far  we  have  been  spared  any 
such  spectacle  a*  this. 

It  also  points  oul  that  if  ihe  mayor 
refuse*  to  act  in  accordance  with 
Section  23  the  council  may  ‘appoint* 
one  of  ii.s  number  fn  preside  in 
lieu  of  such  mayor  until  the  question 
or  matter  giving  rise  to  the  point 
of  order  shall  have  been  disposed 
of  ..." 

Fortunately,  the  bv  law  doesn’t  say 
anywhere  that  member*  of  council 
have  to  agree  If  It  did  there 
wouldn't  be  any  point  in  having  a 
council.  For  this  reason  it's  doubt- 
ful if  any  lawyer  can  draw  op  a 
procedure  by  law  which  ran  rover  all 
situations. 

It's  difficult  to  write  personality, 
emotion  and  experience  into  a by  law.

LONDON  (UP) — Queen  Elizabeth's  Coronation  Dav 
dawned  cold  and  wet  today. 

But  the  miserable  weather  could  not  dampen  the 
spirits  of  a tidal  wave  of  humanity  pouring  Into  London 
and  at  an  early  hour  already  beginning  to  jam  the 
processional  route. 

It  was  the  greatest  day  in  her  life  for  Queen  Elizabeth 
II.  who  shortly  in  Westminster  Abbey  would  be  crowned 
Britain's  first  reigning  queen  since  Victoria  and  the  sixth 
in  the  history  of  the  world's 
oldest  existing  monarchy,  j 

The  night  had  been  marked 
by  heavy  wind#  and  lashing 
rains  whirh  left  the  30,000  per-

Hours  before  Queen  Elizabeth 
was  scheduled  to  be  crowned, 
the  street*  were  thronged  with 
an  estimated  3.000.000  people. 

In  the  early  hours  of  the  day 
it  took  seven  hours  and  10  mln-i 
utes  for  a reporter  to  walk  the 
six-mile  Coronation  procession 
route.  A walking  battle  across 
Piccadilly  Circus  lasted  23  min  i 
utes. 

Humanity  was  packed  so  tight 
in  front  of  Buckingham  Palace 
that  walking  was  nearly  impos- 
sible. 

The  weather  office  had  pre- 
dicted rain  and  even  thunder, 
together  with  some  sunshine.' 
There  was  some  rain  durlrfg'  ihe 
night,  but  It  stopped  shortly 
after  midnight  and  after  a 
couple  of  rain-free  hours,  the 
anxious  millions  were  keeping 
their  fingers  crossed.
